At the same time Mr Alexander

The seven companies which have 
sued the state, said the petroleum 
inspector, have agreed verbally to 
the program ami he expects the 
agreements in written form in the 
near future. He said he felt cer¬ 
tain the injunction suits will be 
dismissed next Monday or soon 
after that. 

The seven companies are the 
Wilshire Oil company. Ambassador 
Petroleum company. Vcnton Oil 
company, Fortuna Oil company, 
Pico Oil company, Beloil company 
and Windsor Oil company. 

Marjorlt.v Within Quotas 

Mi Alexander pointed out that 
the majority of the whipstock wells 
have been staying within their 
quotas, and that asserted over¬ 
production was by the companies 
which have brought suit against 
the state.

Henry Kuchel is dead. 

Beloved pioneer of Anaheim 
and dean of Orange conty news¬ 
papermen. Mr. Kuchel, blind edi¬ 
tor of the Anaheim Gazette for 
the past 48 years, passed away 
late yesterday at his home there 
after a brief illness He was 76 
years old. 

Born in San Francisco in 1859, 
Mr, Kuchel wont to Anaheim the 
following year with his parents, 
who were one of the 50 families 
comprising the original colony of 
Anaheim. 

First a Carrier Bov 

He received his early education 
in t*e schools o r A * .’Teim and 
became identified with the news¬ 
paper business in 1870, when he 
went to work for the Anaheim 
Gazette, a weekly publication, as 
a carrier boy, delivering the first 
issue of that paper. I .at or he 
became a galley hoy on the same 
paper and in 1887 purchased the 
publication from his brother-in- 
law, Richard Melrose. 

The Gazette is the oldest news¬ 
paper in Orange county ami the 
second oldest in Southern Califor¬ 
nia, having been established Oc¬ 
tober 20, 1870, by G. W. Barter. 

When he was 16 years old Mr. 
Kuchel quit school ami went to 
San Francisco where he learned 
the printing trade on the old San 
Francisco Chronicle, and at the 
same time wrote for the Chronicle. 
In 1881 he left San Francisco and 
returned to Los Angeles where he 
became one of the original com¬ 
posing room crew that set up the 
first issue of the Los Angeles 
Times. For six years he worked 
on The Times before returning to 
his home in Anaheim, purchasing 
the Gazette in 1887. 

Funeral Tomorrow 

Taking over the management of 
the Gazette, Mr. Kuchel remained 
actively in charge, despite the loss 
of his eyesight many years ago, 
until several weeks ago when he 
was stricken with his last illness. 

In addition to his widow, Mrs. 
Lute Kuchel, he is survived by two 
sons, Theodore K. and Thomas H 
Kuchel. and one brother, Judge 
Charles Kuchel, all of Anaheim; 
and one sister, Mrs. Nellie Meigs

the banking hill giving the federal 
reserve board greater control over 
national credit. 

In genial mood, Mr. Roosevelt 
remarked the finan-ial measure 
had more “ten dollar words” in It 
than any he had ever signed. 

Under the new law. credit con¬ 
trol powers will rest in a commit¬ 
tee comprising the seven members 
of a reorganized reserve boarS and 
five representatives of the 12 re¬ 
gional federal reserve banks. 

To prevent severe fluctuations in 
the ebb and flow of credit, this 
committee may order the purchase 
or sale of government securities by 
the 12 reserve banks. These op¬ 
erations will be confined to the 
open market, purchases direct 
from the treasury being prohibited.

ing within their quotas are thus 
being penalized." he explained. 

We’d like to set a figure so that 
no one will be penalized.

He indicated today that he be¬ 
lieves he has a good defense 
against the charge. He said that 
before he advertised and sold milk 
at 5 cents, two other merchants 
had done the same thing. Mr. De 
Britton said the unfair practices 
act prohibits sale of goods below 
cost, but that it also allows a 
merchant to meet competition. He 
contends that he was entitled to 
meet competition by meeting the 
5 cent price. 

Mr. De Britton said that he was 
unable to explain why he was the 
only one arrested on the charge. 
The complaint was signed by Carl 
M. Grayson of Los Angeles, who, 
according to the local merchant, is 
in charge of the old code authority 
that operated under the NRA.

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 23. <.¥)—The 
United States fleet was to stage a 
great sky show late today 

Through the night, off the San 
Clemente naval drill grounds, the 
97 fighting ships moved in a pa¬ 
rade line nearly 20 miles long. 
There were the 11 battleships, 11 
heavy cruisers, six light cruisers, 
two aircraft rarriers. six world 
cruising submarines and scores of 
destroyers with their tenders. 

Aboard the battleships, cruisers, 
carriers and at the North Island 
naval air station here the navy's 
flying aces were standing by. They 
were under orders to take the air 
this afternoon and put on the 
greatest sky show the navy ever 
planned—416 planes in massed 
flight by wings. 

As the sea parade of surface 
ships moved by a point off La 
Jolla, some 12 miles north of 
here, the sky parade order was to 
be given. 

There were to be torpedo squad¬ 
rons. scouting squadrons, bombing 
squadrons, fighting squadrons, 
patrol squadrons, observation 
squadrons and utility squadrons In 
the air. 

Meanwhile the 97 surface ships 
of the fleet, led by the Pennsyl¬ 
vania, were to move in stately 
parade close to the coast from La 
Jolla to Point Loma. 


Inousands At Services 
In Hollywood Bowl And 
Beverly Hills Church 

LOS ANGELES. Aug. 23. VP' 
The last mortpl vestige of Will 
Rogers was gone today. 

His stocky, rough hewn body 
was sealed away in a rrypt of th° 
mausoleum at Forest Lawn Me¬ 
morial park, to which it was 
committed late yesterday after¬ 
noon after a brief ceremony in 
the Wee Kirk o' the Heather it 
will rest there, for a while, until 
Mrs. Rogers takes it to Oklahoma 
for final burial. 

While these rites were being 
said, the life of a whole communi¬ 
ty stopped. 

Thousands Take Tart 
Business paused, public offices 
were closed. The vast engines 
of production in more than two 
score Hollywood film studios were 
silent. Countless thousands of 
people participated, in one way 
or another, in the homage to Rog¬ 
ers' memory. 

Starting at 7 o’clock in the 
morning, some 50.000 folk filed 
past his body, lying in state in 
a grove of trees at Forest Lawn 
An even greater number failed 
to gain entrance. The body lay 
for five hours, and a cordon of po¬ 
lice moved the crowd as fast, as 
possible. 

But there just wasn’t enough 
time. 

In the afternoon, while fewer 
than 300 invited friends went to 
th^ private services at the Wee 
Kirk o' the Heather. 10.000 gath¬ 
ered at the Hollywood bowl, and 
an unnumbered host assembled in 
the movie studios, and the Com¬ 
munity Presbyterian church, in 
Beveriy Hills. 

Great Tribute 

It was probably the greatest 
tribute ever paid a private citizen. 

The Rev. J. Whitcomb Rrough- 
er sr. seemed deeply affected as 
he led the service at the Wee 
Kirk o’ the Heather, describing 
Rogers, as he hail known him. 

“He has been the one figure 
in the life of our nation who 
has drawn to himself the ad¬ 
miration and the love of all 
♦•lasses of people,” Hr. Brougher 
said. 

The clergyman then read Will 
Rogers’ own introduction to a 
book, written by the cowboy-ar¬ 
tist, Charley Russell. Russell. 
Dr. Brougher said, had died be¬ 
fore it was finished, and Rogers 
wrote the introduction in the form 
of a personal letter to his friend 
in the next world. 

‘Needed Good Man* 

“ ‘I guess God needed a good 
man in a hurry, Dr. Brougher 
read. Then his voice broke, and 
tears welled into his eyes. 

A quartet sang, “O Gentle 
Presence,” with its reassuring 
refrain, “Lo, I am with you al¬ 
ways.”

Will had struggled along suc¬ 
cessfully enough on the big vaude¬ 
ville circuits Life was exciting if 
uncertain for him and his wife 
and had. between 1008 and the 
end of the war, become pleasant¬ 
ly complicated by the arrival of 
three children, Will, Mary and 
Jim 

Gene Buck was Flo Ziegfeld's 
ad'.i.-or and chief assistant in 1920 
when he walked into a Times 
Square theater ami saw Rogers 
going through his rope-swinging 
act. Will was having a hard time. 
His feet and the rope were mixed 
To cover his embarrassment, he 
started numbling remarks about 
the news of the day 

Started His ( oliimn 
Buck heard the remarks, thought 
they were funny He advised Will 
not to worry about the ropes hut 
to concentrate on the jokes Two 


years later Buck had signed him 
for Ziegfeld’s Follies of 1922. 

He was seen at the Follies by 
ttm head of a large New York 
newspaper syndicate. He liked 
Will's comments on the news and 
approached him backstage about 
writing a weekly column. Will 
was typing them out before the 
show anyway, so he agreed. 

The column was an immediate 
success and in September. 1926. 
it was made into a daily feature. 

Some 500 papers bought it. Rog¬ 
ers always took his copy to the 
telegraph office himself, even 
when he was at home in Santa 
Monica. 

Gave Away .81 Bills 

This job alone paid him $200,000 
annually. 

The combination of Ziegfeld and 
Rogers was a happy one. He 
stayed in the show for seven years 
and there was never a contract 
between them. 

During this time, in the height 
of New York's mad era. he be¬ 
came a tradition along the Rialto. 
He demanded that part of his 
salary be in one dollar bills and 
these he handed out to the town's 


stragglers Of course, news of 
this whirled along the street, and 
there were times when he was 
imposed upon, but he never was 
known to object. 

Perhaps the highlight of his 
New York stage career was reach¬ 
ed in the play, “Three Cheers." He 
took the lead in the play because 
his friend Fred Stone, who was 
rehearsing for the part, was in¬ 
jured in an airplane crash New 
York is not likely to forget the 
scone in which he appeared 
dressed as he was never dressed 
before, in top hat. boiled shirt, 
cutaway tail-coat, and in his hare 
feet. 

But this was in 1929. and the 
talk'os were beginning to screech 
across the land. So the lovable 
humorist drifted out to the coast 
again and started one of the most 
successful careers in the history 
of that astonishing industry.

panics cannot be expected to ap¬ 
prove any plans for the construc¬ 
tion of a dam In the Santa Ana 
river. 

As I see the whole situation 
the only remedy to Orange 
county's water situation is the 
importation of a new water sup¬ 
ply, and there is one definite 
source, with an additional pos¬ 
sible source, from which this 
water can be obtained The defi¬ 
nite source is the Metropolitan 
Water district, and the possible 
source is the Mojave river. It 
may be impossible to obtain water 
from the latter source but it is 
very definitely understood that ar¬ 
rangements ran be made with the 
Metropolitan Water district for 
the purchase of surplus water for 
quite a number of years. 

Tells Overdraft 

The estimated overdraft on the 
basin at the present time is 30,- 
000 acre feet of water annually. 
At the present time the two 
major water companies together 
with the Yorba Linda Water com¬ 
pany and the Anaheim Eucalyptus 
Water company are pumping ap¬ 
proximately that amount. Add to 
this amount between seven and 
tea thousand acre feet which is 
annually being pumped by the 
three cities which are in the 
Metropolitan Water district, and 
you have approximately 40.000 
acre feet. 

As soon as the water is avail¬ 
able from the Colorado river the 
three cities will probably quit 
pumping and at the present time 
the directors of the Orange Coun¬ 
ty Water district are meeting with 
the directors from the Metropoli¬ 
tan Water district for the pur¬ 
pose of ascertaining under what 
terms water can be purchased for 
agricultural purposes from that 
district. As soon as the price of 
this water is ascertained our 
water district committee will con¬ 
tact the four water companies 
mentioned above to work out an 
agreement under which they will 
use Colorado river water instead 
Df pumping from the underground 
basin; and the two major com¬ 
panies have already signified their 
willingness to do this. When this 
Is accomplished the 40,000 acre 
feet which is now being pumped 
will be left in the basin for the 
small pumpers, and an additional 
40,000 acre feet will be imported 
by the three cities and the Orange 
County Water district at prac¬ 
tically no additional cost to any¬ 
one outside the cities. The cities 
are going to pay a higher price 
for their water by reason of the 
fact they are members of the 
Metropolitan Water district and 
must maintain their share of the 
total overhead of the district, 
while the agricultural interests 
will pay only the cost of pump¬ 
ing the additional water, which 
should be available for years to 
come. 

“Dam Means Nothing” 

If a dam is constructed in the 
upper reaches of the Santa Ana 
river we will have to first vote 
approximately $5,000,000 in bonds 
for our share of the project, pro¬ 
vided the government decides to 
donate a certain part; and what 
does a dam mean ? Absolutely 
nothing as far as any assurance 
of an additional water supply is 
concerned. Past records show 
that it is only one in approximate¬ 
ly 20 years that water in any 
appreciable amount would be im¬ 
pounded, and all engineers agree 
that we should have a flood in 
the river at least that often for 
the purpose of sluicing the sand 
out of the channel. Look at your 
river today as compared with 30 
years ago. There is at least 15 
feet more sand and silt in the 
river bed now than then. What 
does that mean to you or me ? 
There is only one answer and that 
Is that we are not getting the 
floods that we used to get, and 
a dam in the river to take care 
of these phantom floods is only 
a waste of money, compared to 
the good that will come from the 
spending of the same amount of 
money annually for the importa¬ 
tion of water from outside 
sources. 

My final conclusion is this: 

If we put $5,000,000 as our 
share of the construction of a 
dam in the Santa Ana river at 
Prado under a 20 year pay-off, 
it will amount to the following: 

$250,000 amortization; $112,500 
average yearly interest or a total 
of $362,500 average yearly cost 
to the taxpayers over a 20 year 
period, with no guarantee what¬ 
ever that one drop of water will 


LOS ANGELES. Aug 23.- A 
new theory of “super" cooperation 
between avocado shippers of Flor¬ 
ida and California has been placed 
in operation through the organiza¬ 
tion of a new Florida shippers' 
clearing house named "Consoli¬ 
dated Avocado Shippers," Edwin 
Humason, sales manager for the 
Calavo Growers of California, an¬ 
nounced here today. 

This new Florida organization 
| is composed of approximately 74 
i per cent of the Florida production, 
with a possible maximum of 90 per 
cent. Members of this new or¬ 
ganization recently entered into a 
cooperative agreement with the 
! Calavo Growers of California to 
secure the joint use of Calavo's 
sales organization in the Midwest 
and the Eastern markets. Thus, 
Florida and California—bitter ri¬ 
vals for years in climate, tourist 
trade and fruits- are at last in ac¬ 
cord, and it took avocados to do it. 

Precedent for Others 

Several times the tonnage an¬ 
ticipated some few weeks ago is 
now moving from Florida through 
the sales offices, indicating the 
whole-hearted support being given 
the marketing plan. Market de¬ 
mand and prices for Florida avo¬ 
cados this summer will quickly re¬ 
flect the anticipated benefits of the 
avocado marketing cooperation be¬ 
tween these two states, said Hu¬ 
mason. Success of this plan opens 
a vast field of possibility for other 
interstate competing fruits and 
farm industries of the nation. Such 
a voluntary plan is also of par¬ 
ticular significance now, since 
much of the "new deal” legislation 
has been scrapped. 

Formation of this Florida clear¬ 
ing house to jointly market with 
the California growers comes after 
three years of increasingly suc¬ 
cessful cooperation between the 
Florida Avocado Growers Ex- 

be saved: but for the benefit of 
the doubt let us suppose that the 
estimated amount of 22.500 acre 
feet will be saved, the cost of 
sinking such water in the basin 
would be $15.50 per acre foot, 
then add to this the cost of 
bringing this water to the sur¬ 
face and we have an approximate 
cost of $23.50 per acre foot. 

Tells Other Side 

On the other hand if we im¬ 
port 40,000 acre feet of water 
from the Metropolitan Water dis¬ 
trict under the above plan, 10 ,- 
000 acre feet of which will be 
imported by the three cities and 
30,000 acre feet of which will be 
imported by the major water 
companies for which they them¬ 
selves will pay the present costs, 
of pumping, and assuming there 
will be a small difference between 
the present cost of pumping and 
the amount the water district will 
be compelled to pay the Metropoli¬ 
tan Water district, the cost to 
the average taxpayers will be 
practically nil, and we will re¬ 
ceive a definite amount of water 
for a definite amount of tax 
money. 

There is another side to the 
proposed dam. and that is the 
"protection" side, which is not 
argument at all for the reason , 
that all the country below the 
proposed dam could be given just 
as good protection without the 
dam if our employes, the super¬ 
visors, who have this matter in 
hand would give more attention 
to the facts in the case rather 
than the political side of the 
argument. 

What About Plans? 

Our flood control engineer, so 
I am told, now has in his office 
plans for protecting the lower 
country which would cost less 
than one-fifth the cost of the pro¬ 
posed dam, and which would at 
the same time act as a perma¬ 
nent spreading works, which 
would operate at all times re¬ 
gardless of the amount of water 
which might come down the river, 
and which would spread all the 
water right here in Orange county 
instead of block the water in 
Riverside county from coming into 
Orange county, which the pro¬ 
posed dam will do. 

I am told that these plans are 
being kept very secret by the 
supervisors and will not be pre¬ 
sented to the public until after 
the bonds for the Elliott dam have 
been turned down In fact one 
party who has had access to these 
plans has stated that he was told 
not to mention these plans to any¬ 
one or it would be impossible to 
get the taxpayers to vote for the 
Elliott dam if they knew there 
was a better method of procedure 
at less cost to the taxpayers. 

As stated above I cannot heTp 
but think there is a great deal 
more politics than public welfare 
entering into this whole deal.

We do not know exactly how 
widespread the disease is. but un¬ 
doubtedly the cases are more nu¬ 
merous than are reported. 

No Symptoms 

This is due in part to the ab¬ 
sence of definite and unmistakable 
symptoms, which also adds to the 
difficulty of treatment. 

The disease fortunately has a 
very low mortality, estimated to 
be not greater than 3 to 4 per 
cent. But undulant fever is a de¬ 
bilitating disease, long in duration, 
and severe in its attacks. 

The disease, as may be gathered 
from its name, is "undulating"— 
that is, a fever long drawn out, 
which periodically gets better and 
worse. There are no skin erup¬ 
tions characteristic of the condi¬ 
tion. Rheumatic and neuralgia¬ 
like pains are frequently suffered.

FARLEY RAPS 
OPPONENTS 
IN TALK 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 23. UP)— 
Postmaster-General James A. Far¬ 
ley unloosed a stinging cross¬ 
assault on opponents of the Roose¬ 
velt administration today, charg¬ 
ing that attacks on New Deal pol¬ 
icies represented a union of politi¬ 
cal ambition and individual selfish¬ 
ness. 

The postmaster-general, just re¬ 
turned from a vacation in Hono¬ 
lulu with Mrs. Farley, addressed 
the California Federation of Wom¬ 
en's Democratic Study clubs. 

He defended the wisdom of 
President Roosevelt's recovery pro¬ 
gram. predicted his re-election in 
the 1936 presidential election, and 
stamped as "rubbish" opposition 
charges that the chief executive 
seeks dictatorial power. 

HOOVER'S WORDS 
ARE RECALLED 

MILWAUKEE. Wis., Aug. 23. 
UP) Herbert Hoover's own words 
were recalled today by an admin¬ 
istration spokesman to refute the 
former president's recent assertion 
that Rooseveltian policies of the 
last two years had "trampled 
upon” the "primary liberties of 
the people.” 

In the first reply of a demo¬ 
cratic leader to Hoover's recent de¬ 
nunciation of the New Deal, Sena¬ 
tor Duffy, of Wisconsin, told dele¬ 
gates to the young democrats' con¬ 
vention that New Deal policies 
were mild in comparison with 
those advocated by Hoover in time 
of emergency. 

Reading from Hoover's testi¬ 
mony before the house military af¬ 
fairs committee in 1924, when a 
bill concerning war policies was 
under consideration. Duffy quoted 
Hoover as having said: 

“I would also suggest that from 
a legal point cf view a general 
clause should be added to the bill 
giving blanket authority to the 
president to fix prices, wages, 
transportation charges, compensa¬ 
tions, embargoes on imports and 
exports." 

He listed legislative accomplish¬ 
ments of the administration, and 
challenged republican critics of the 
i New Deal to state what they 
, would have done and to say which 
of the "major legislative acts of 
the administration" they would 
erase from the statute books.

CALIFORNIA MOB SPIRIT 

T HE MOB spirit in Northern California is getting out 
of bounds. 

Within the past two weeks the state has witnessed 
the lynching of one man at Yreka and Wednesday night 
at Santa Rosa two so-called communists were tarred and 
feathered and three others beaten by a mob of 300 self- 
styled vigilantes, after a night of terror described as the 
wildest in the county's history. 

In both cases it appears the mobs had the cooperation 
of peace officers. At least peace officers found it con¬ 
venient to be absent and in the case of Santa Rosa did 
nothing about it although the populace was kept awake 
most of the night by a shooting, howling, honking band 
bent, it seemed, on accomplishing everything but murder 
itself. 

We can see it from the viewpoint of the mob. In the 
Yreka case a beloved police officer had been shot down 
by a hold-up pair, one of whom was later captured. At 
Santa Rosa farm labor trouble had been brewing for 
weeks. Agitators attempting to stop the harvest of hops 
made life almost unbearable for both farmers and farm 
help. Farmers found they could expect little help from 
those charged with enforcement of the law and they 
served notice a week ago there would be trouble unless 
the agitators were driven out and kept out. 

But mobs don’t make good government and usually 
cause more trouble in the long run than they have any 
thought of causing when they first take matters into their 
own hands. In the Santa Rosa case the very thing agita¬ 
tors enjoy most has happened. They can tell the world 
they are martyrs to a cause now and collect money, sup¬ 
port and sympathy on that basis. 

The situation has been well handled in Orange county. 
Sheriff Logan Jackson has an organization that somehow 
has the wholesome respect of the trouble-makers, of whom 
there are many abroad. They seem to understand the 
“grapevine” that leaks out from the sheriff's office from 
time to time and they have been impressed with the fact 
that this is not a healthful gathering place for their kind. 

In counties less fortunate it undoubtedly will be nec¬ 
essary for the state to take a hand, drive out the agitators 
and stop the operations of the vigilantes.

NEWPORT-BALBOA SCORES 

N EWPORT BEACH and Balboa people have given 
Southern California people some workable ideas about 
publicizing their community this summer. They have been 
so busy that they have automatically focused attention on 
themselves and attracted outsiders in large numbers to the 
beautiful bay and its various attractions. This community 
has very definitely proved that to be in the news one must 
make news. In other words, any community’s bid for 
attention is of small importance unless that community 
is active and accomplishing something that other people 
want to hear about and possibly investigate first hand. 

This week sees Newport-Balboa at the height of its 
busy summer season. They have two major attractions, 
either one of which would be enough to keep the ordinary 
community dancing to put it on right. One is the Inter¬ 
national Star regatta, which opens today and the other 
is the annual Tournament of Lights to be held tomorrow 
night. 

The Star boat regatta will provide five days of thrills. 
To those who love water sports this event is the very last 
word in thrills and fascination. Newport will be the mecca 
of thousands. It will do us all a lot of good to drive down 
to Orange county’s harbor and enjoy the thrills. 

So much has been planned for the Tournament of 
Lights—that inspiring spectacle of illuminated craft glid¬ 
ing around the bay as the evening stretches into night— 
that visitors should go early to gain vantage points. 
Undoubtedly there will be a tremendous crowd but the 
harbor city has planned for it and all will have an oppor¬ 
tunity to view the parade. 

Our hats are off to Newport-Balboa. They are doing 
things down there and the best part of it all is no single 
individual is responsible. It is a case of everybody, under 
Competent leadership, lending a hand.

It would certainly be a shock for father, mother and 
eight children from Iowa to come west for a summer visit 
of nine weeks, only to find their Santa Ana host and 
hostess stiff as boards and laid away at 14 below until 
after Labor day.
